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CHICAGO. Oct. 10.—Seven hundred thou- 
BRnd people—donbllcss the Kröntest crowd 
that ever coní^rpurntcd—visited the World's 
fair yesterday, breakiug the greatest one^ 
day record at Paris by an overwhelming 
majority, completely smothering the "big 
day" fiunres of any other exposition ever 
held, and establinhins; a mark which, it is 
eafe to predict, the present generation will 
never see attained. 


When themorninirsun. looking through 
ft'llpbtmist, 
peeped over the white per- 
istyle at 5 o'clock many people were near- 
ing the diíTorent entrances to the Ki'ounds, 
and by the time tho cates opened (6:30) 
fully 1,000 people beseitred each passai^e, 
ea^er for admission. From that hour un- 
til late in the afternoon there was a con- 
stant jam at every uate. The department 
of admission bad an extra force on duty, 
and every turnstile was kept registering 
at its hiarhest speed. 
Yet these facilities 
were injidequate, and at 1 o'clock Superin- 
tendent Tucker ordered every wagon gate 
opened, and stationed a corps of men at 
each to take tickets, relievin« the pressure 
from without to a marked dok^ree. 


About 4 o'clock, when it was seen that 
the crowds had diminished suiTiciently to 
permit of their successful handlinß by the 
regular entrances, the wagon gates were 
closed after iiOO,OiiO people had been admit- 
ted. To this vast army 181,000 were added 
in the next three hours. The glorious Oc- 
tober weather and the grandness of Chi- 
cago day at the fair kept the crowds com- 
ing all afternoon and evening. A conserv- 
ative estimate places the attendance for 
the day and nigh" at 700,000. The official 
figures will noti be given out before this 
afternoon, as the great mass of tickets has 
nearly swamped tlie department of admis- 
Bions. 


Previous to this ever memorable day the 
palm for large attendance rested with In- 
dependence day, July 4, when the attend- 
ance» was 283,273. ütber days notable for 
great crowds are: Illinois day, 2-13.951: 
Transportation day, 231.532; Polish day 
(last Saturday). 222,170; Knights of Honor 
day. 215,6^3; Pennsylvania day, 203,460; 
Railroad day, 202,376. Tho total number 
of paid admissions since the opening of 
the-fair! 8 10,']íi2,()70. The great est day at 
Paris was 3ü7.150, and at Philadelphia 
317,5:¿6. 


During tho afternoon there was a re- 
union of states, in which thousands of 
boys and girls took part, but the croAvning 
glory of Anniver^ 
y Day was the pro- 
cession of lloats which entered the grounds 
at dark. The first one represented Chi- 
cago receiving all the nations of the earth. 
Then came the genius of music, followed 
by Chicago and its typical motto "I will,'* 
guided by Liberty. The most magnificent 
float in the entire procession was illustra- 
tive of Columbus iit the court of Isabella. 
The characters of the float were assumed 
by tho members of the Colnmbiiin club of 
Chicago, The last float; in the procession 
was'•Electra, tlie genius of electricity," 
drawn by eight horses. It was repre- 
Bented by enormous dragons, changing 
uolor from green to red, and lighted by 
a.UOO electric lights. 


The display of fireworks on the lake 
front, adjoining tiie peristyle, exceeded in 
magnigcence any heretofore given in the 
United States, if not in the world. 
The 
Bpeoial pieces were illustrative of old Fort 
Dearborn, the old city hall, Chicago wel- 
coming the world, '*01d Glory," carried by 
Baldwin, the aeronaut, into the Heavens, 
CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—The paid admissiong

Tho Owners WllUnic to Open the Vlt* at 
the Present KodueHon* 


TENDON, Oot. 11.—Tho Federation of 
Coal Mino Owners, at a meeting in Derby, 
decided that it was impossiblo for tho 
masters to acquiesce in the proposition 
adopted at Monday's conforenceof mayors 
that work bo resumed at tho old wages 
and that an endeavor bo made afterward 
to settle tho dispute. 


Resolutions were adopted declaring that 
the owners, while holding that tho state 
of trade warrants a reduction of 25 per 
cent., are desirous of terminating the dis- 
tress and removing tho deadlock, and are 
willing to open the pits on tho 10th at the 
present reduction of U per cent., to rein- 
state the men as far as possible, and to 
meet delegates of tho minors at an early 
date, with tho view of trying to establish 
a tribunal of conciliation, empowered to 
deal with future wage questions. 


Tho owners also adopted a voteof thanks 
to the mayors, in deference to whom they 
say they make this concession to tho men. 


BRUSSELS, Oct. 11.—Tho executive com- 
mittee of tho Belgian Minors* federation 
mot at La Louviere and decided in favor 
of terminating tho strike, tho masters 
having granted satisfactory advances. Tho 
executive committee of tho Knights of 
Labor then met in Charleroi and after a 
stormy debate, decided that work should 
be resumed at once.

CURING SQTriKKEIi SKIKS, 


To cure squirrel 
skins, 
or 
other 
mnall skins, with the fur on, so that 
the fur ^vill not fall out: After havincr 
cut off the useless parts, soak the skin, 
remove the fatty matter, and soak in 
warm -water for one hour. 
Mix to a 
thin paste a half ounce each of borax, 
saltpeter and sulphate of soda. 
Apply 
this to the skin and let the latter stand 
for twenty-four hours. 
Wash clean ; 
then apply a mixture of one ounce sal 
soda, one-half ounce borax, two ounces 
hard white soap melted together with- 
out being allowed to boil. 
Put away 
again for twenty-four hours in a warm 
place. 
After this dissolve four ounces 
alum, eight ounces saltand two ounces 
saleratus in suilicient hot' rainwater to 
saturate the skin; then wring out and 
hang it up to dry. 
When dry repeat 
the soaking and drying two or 
three 
times, until 
tl^e skiu 
is sufficiently 
soft. 
Lastly, smooth the,inside 
with 
fine sandpaper and piimico stone.—

SHADE FOU STOCK, 


Stock of all kinds are not unlike 
mankind in some resj^ects^ and seek 
the shade whenever 
possible 
during 
the extreme heat of summer. To gratify 
this desire, shade should be provided 
wherever practicable, and the cheap- 
est manner of doing this 
is 
through 
the medium of 
shade 
trees. 
One or 
two should be sot out in each pasture, 
and be protected by a fence until thor- 
oughly established. 
If 
the 
field be 
tilled, set the trees 
along 
the south 
.side, selejcting those of rai)id growth 
and spreading branches. 
If 
they be 
fruit trees, they should be trimmed to 
ft height of at least seven feet, and then 
allowed 
to 
branch 
out. 
While the 
trees are growing, it M'ould be simply 
humane to provide a temi)orary shelter 
of some kind, such as setting a 
few 
posts, and covering with poles, 
upon 
Avhich are thrown branches 
of 
ever- 
greens, or even limbs of 
oak or other 
trees in full leaf. 
This wiJl afford a 
useful shelter, and if 
located upon a 
Icnoll or other naturally jjoor 
portion 
of the field, it will 
thoroughly enrich 
the soil. 
I3y changing 
its 
i)osition 
yearly, various portions of the iield 
will be benefited. 
All this takes but a 
little time, andean be dune when other 
work is not x^ressing. By Ijoarding up, 
late 
in 
the 
summer, the 
side from 
which the i)revailingwinds blow, a fair 
protection irom the chilling blasts will 
be obtained, and the stock will return 
you the cost, - -American Agricuiturist.

Get out as many chickens as ijossible 
in time for the early grass. 


When 
properly managed,

combination. 


Keep the layers, if possible, in utem- 
l^erature where the drinking water will 
not freeze. 


With proper care the cockerels should 
be fit for market in three 
to four 
jnonths and the pullets become layers 
in live to six months, 


Tiie laying stock should be supplied 
in winter with all the material ueues- 
sury for making the eggs. 
} 


The best layers will generally be 
found to be the most active ones. 


The Black Minorca» are rapidly com* 
ing to the fore as winter layers. 


Where the water is kept from freez- 
ing it is of special advantage to the 
liens with large combs.

WEANINO CALVES. 


It is a disai>pointing time when one 
sees the calf or colt, that has been 
growing thriftily while fed by its dam,, 
beginning to look rough in hair and: 
thin 
in 
flesh 
as it comes 
to 
the' 
changed condition of feed when once 
it has beou weaned. 
It is right here 
that so much of the trouble comes in 
attemjjting to raise calves and colts. 
It is the sudden changed condition of 
feed that disarranges the small ani-' 
maPs digestive organs, and for a while 
appeari^ to stop its growth 
entirely.* 
The rem 'dy is plainly the making of 
the dam''* milk to the new food as lit- 
tle of a change as possible at first, and' 
to make this change very gradually. 


To do this it is best to begin by al- 
lowing the .-»alf, for instance, to take 
but half its fill of its dam's milk, fin- 
ishing upon a mixture of fresh milIc 
and warm skim milk, 
(xradually thd 
dam's milk can be reduced in the ra- 
tion, and 
the "'arm skim milk 
in- 
creased while into it is stirred a little 
boiled flax-seed and boiled oat meal 
and miildlings, 
very 
little of these 
substances being added to the milk at 
first, 
while gradually increasing thd 
quantity 
as the calf gets older and 
more fully accustomed to this food. 
The great point is to make the chango 
so graduallyas not to disturb the di-' 
gestive functions, and no small part oí 
the care required to do this is hav-| 
ing the prepared food always of the^ 
warmth of n(»\v milk. 
Even after thel 
calf has grown strong and lusty ui)on' 
its new diet, the milk and mush-which, 
is given it sliould be warmed, 
as the 
chilling of the stomach from the drink- 
ing of a ])ail of cold milk, 
or 
othei' 
fluid, is likely to be the beginning of a 
serious disturbance that may manifest 
itself in scours and in a failure to prop- 
erly assimilate the food taken, which 
means retarded growth. 
A calf at this 
time should have some grass or hay to 
eat, but let it be clover, if possible, 
and not too much of that, 
for weaned 
calves kept in a stable, frequently over- 
tax both the capacity and the diges- 
tive i^ower of their stomachs by eating 
large quantities of dry hay, becoming 
thereby ''pot-bellied" and unthrifty. 
If scours occur, even when every care 
is taken, a drink oí milk freshly drawn 
from the cow will prove a corrective, 
while constipation, if it occurs, can be 
remedied by taking care not to boil 
the 
milk ^when 
heating it, and by 
slightly increasing the laxative foods 
that are added to the milk, adding a 
little boilrd bran, if needed, for this 
purpose. 
If such a plan is followed, 
and the small animal, or animals, are 
kept warm and given a dry pen, the 
change from their dams to the ])ail or 
calf feeder can be made with little dif- 
ficulty.—American 
Agriculturist.

All sadilles are made on the 
McClellan model, used alike for civil 
and military purposes. 
This consists 
of two straps of beacliwood, 
Avhicli 


recall to mind that to the prominent 
pommel of his saddle William 
the 
Conqueror lost his life, for according 
to the old historians his horse treading 
on burning embers of the ruined city 
of IMantes reared and threw his rider 
upon the prominent iron pommel of 
the saddle, which pierced liis body and 
caused his death. 


The next change in saddlery oc- 
curred about the Thirteenth Century, 
when jousts and tournamouts l)ecame 
]}opular in England, which method of 
warfare consisted of combats between 
horsemen armed Avith long Jances, 
whose object was to tumber their an- 
tagonists out of the saddle. 
The "tilt- 
ing saddle'* then became a necessitv.

This consisted of a plain seat with a 
raised jiadded back, extending round

Prom the ordinances of the Saddler's 
Company, of London, we learn that in 
the Fourteenth Century three guilds 
wi^re implicated in the making of sad- 
dles—the joiners, who made the sad- 
dle tree; the painters, who decorated 
the saddle, and the saddlers, Avho were 
resjionsible for the important work. 
Among the directions of the period is 
a prohibition against painting in gold 
or gilding the back of a saddle save in 
laying on of pure gold, yet the maker 
is allowed to ])aint the saddle bow in 
front according to the dictation of his 
fancy. 


The oldept English saddle in exis- 
tence is that of Henry v., representing 
the examples in nse in the Fifteenth 
Century. 
All that remains of this is 
the saildle tree, whicli is of oak, and 
still retains the padding of hay cov- 
ered with canvas. 


This historical relic, which is now- 
over Henry's tomb 
in "Westminster 
Abbey, was originally resplendent with 
blue \eivet })ow(lered with golden fleur 
de lys, jjoKsibly in jnemory of Agin- 
cotirt. 
The saddle is twenty-seven 
inches in leugth. 
Many magnitlcent 
examples of the saddler's skill in the 
Sixteenth Century still exist. 
A tine 
collection in the Eoyul Museum of 
Dresden contains one specimen owned 
by the King of Saxony, the bows of 
which are urnamenteil with elaborate 
reiiresentatioiis of biittlc scenes, grif- 
lins, sea monsters and rich foliage, 
some of these being in repousse, others 
in intaglio and chasing.

splendid collection, too, of these ar-

leather complete tho structure. 
The 
difference betweed this war saddle and 
that 
oi 
the 
Thirteenth 
Century 
portrayed by VioIIet le Due, supplied 
with ft high and jjointed cantle, against 
•which the knight was propped, while 
he held his lance before him inn firm 
and straight attitude, is as great as the 
contrast drawn by Sir Walter iScott 
in "The Talisman" of the two knights 
that met in tho desert —Sir Kenneth, 
of Scotland, mounted on a massive 
Norman war horse and tho Sultan on 
his agile Arab steed. 


The art of horsemanship dates from 
remote ftuLiquity, but it is not known 
when saddles came into existence, and 
for centuries only a cloth separated 
the rider from his horse. 
While 
plumes rose above horses' heads and 
bits and bridles -were of solid gold, 
Avhilo flowing tassels streamed from tho 
liarness, bells made 
music for the 
nocks and tho 
richest embroidered 
cloths covered tho horses' sides, tho 
Egyptians, Assyrians, 
Persians and 
Cireeks, despite these eleganciofi, rode 
on simj)lo ijads or cushions similar to 
those still nsed by tho Bedouins of 
Asift. 
The Scandinavians, 
however, 
nsed the saddle as far back as the Iron 
Ago, and tho bronze j)ommels and stir- 
rups now to bo seen in the museum in 
Copenhagen, provo that thuir work- 


is a German "tilting saddle" of the 
Fifteenth CJentury, which is j^veserved 
ia the Tower of London, bought in 
1858 from the collection of the Baron 
de Peuker, of Berlin. 
It is made of 
wood and covered with hide and can- 
vas, upon which there has been paint- 
ing. 
The front measures over three 
feet and forms a shield for the legs of 
the knight who, when fairly mounted, 
Avould be carried forward in a standing 
rather than a sitting position. 


The tower also owns another Ger- 
man "tilting saddle" of bone dating 
from the same period. 
This is carved 
with ornaments of dragons, foliage, 
and has its gronnd and hatchings fitted 
with color after the manner of enamel- 
ing. An inscrii^tion in the old German 
is inscribed upon it--"Ich hoft' des 
pesten dir geling, 
Hilf Gott wol auf 
Sand lorgen nam" (I. hope the ])est 
fortune may littend you. 
May God 
assist yon in the name of St. (Teorge).

His state saddle was a gorgeous 
affair, being of crimson velvet richly 
emJiroidcred, -while the saddle-cloth, 
also of crimson velvet, was covered 
thickly with seed pearls. 
The head 
stalls, reins and stirrup-leathers were 
also luxurious and effective. 


Oliver Ciromwell used a large, plain- 
fiapped saddle, very heavy and cuin- 
'brous, like the ponderous Flemish an- 
imal he bestrode. 
The next century 
brinight the type of saddle which, with 
various minor changes inffuenced by 
military requirements, 
has survived 
nnto the present ilay, and which does 
not seem likely to bo superseded in 
th(» main lines of it« construction. 


The saddle rooms at Windsor Castle 
contain the sumjjtuous tra])pings be- 
longingto Tipi)o Sahib's war horse, of 
crimson and green velvet, rich with 
(Mubroidery of gold and silver wire;

vets of sjdendid color, richly embroid- 
ered, gilded, carved, lU'inted, studded 
with rare gems and ju'ecious stones or 
seeded with iiearJs.

thick. 
Tho earth, thou^îh 
traveling, 
with a velocity of 12,000,000 miles at 
dav, is immersed in it for several days. 


**rhe fall of meteorites to the earth 
¡B sometimes accompanied by a great 
display of light, occasionally illuminat- 
ing an area of many thousand squan-* 
mlle^, when such an event occurs at 
uight, and by loud detonations, so 
great in some instances as to shake 
houses and Irighten men and animals. 
The explosions are 
caused by the 
brtiftkingup uî the meteor. 
Ordinarily 
you will lind that such meteoric bodies 
are coated oji the outside with a black 
substance, whieh is the elFect merely 
uf fusion of 6Ui)eriicial nuiterial by 
^reat heat. 
A piece of Biehi's comet 
was actually picked up in Mexico jn 
1872, at the tune of the shower of its 
remains. 
Naturally it is considered 
very interesting. 


"Such great interest is taken in 
meteorites that all of those collected 
uave been carefully catalogued. 
They 
ire mostly composed of iron, with 
isiuilly a percentage of nickel and 
îobalt, and sometimes copper and tin. 
It is customary to saw them into slices, 
»vhich is a very laborious process, for 
sale or exchange among 
museums. 
Sometimes the slices are prettily 
•olïshed, or the cut surfaces are etched 
(VI th acid so as to expose the ci y Stal- 
ine structure. 
This structure is in 


earthern vessels, which are heated; 
tliese vessels are covereil with hoods 
and rice straw is ])laced ii. them ; the 
camphor is volatilized 
and rises; it 
condenses on the stra\\, from Avhich 
it is alterward cleared. In the dip- 
terocarpus it is found in the trunk in 
a solid form, and it is obtained l>y cut- 
ting the tree down ami 
splitting it 
open ; it is found in jneecs Irom one to 
two feet long aud about as thick as a 
man's arm. 
A moderate sized tree will 
yield about ten pounds of camphor, a 
iarg'er oue about twice that 
quantity. 
This kind is more highly esteemed than 
the other, so that in Japan two hun- 
dred i)ouuds of native camphor are 
valued at one pound of the Bornean.— 
New York Telegram.

Accord- 
ing to- this view, advanced many years 
ago, those patches i>f brilliant 
light 
exhibited in solar photograjihs ema- 
nate from sooty incandescent clouds, 
hundreds of 'miles in length and 
breadth. I t is well known that the 
flame of an ordinary candle, or of jya 
ordinary gas jet, derives its luminosity 
from the presence of minute particles 
of incandescent carbon. It is also to 
tho same element that we are indebted 
fur the electric light, whether in the 
form of the arc lamp or the incan- 
descent iiJument. Jt would now seem 
as if the great luminary itself 
owed 
its surpassing lustre to the presence of 
mighty glowing clouds of the identi- 
cal substance to which our ordinary 
methods of illumination are so much 
indebted-—New York Telegram.
